UNCUT  BLOCKS  AND  SHEETS  OF  PAPER  CURRENCY 

Collectors  of  paper  currency  of  all  series  have  long  been  fascinated  with 
uncut  blocks  and  uncut  sheets.  In  some  instances  these  appear  to  have  been 
unused  remainders;  in  others  (especially  where  unnumbered  or  unsigned)  they 
were  unissued  samples  from  the  manufacturer;  in  still  others,  uncut  strips, 
blocks  or  sheets  appear  to  have  been  used  as  a convenient  methed  of  trans- 
porting comparatively  large  nominal  amounts.  Auction  records  of  more  than 
one  or  two  such  uncut  blocks  or  uncut  sheets  in  any  series  are  extremely 
few  and  none  are  recent  enough  to  give  any  reasonable  basis  for  valuations.

All  hair  completely  sharp, 
stars  with  varying  degrees  of  flatness  (we  have  never  heard  of  one  with  stars 
showing  their  centers),  all  rev.  details  perfectly  struck  up  save  for  wingtips,  a 
small  part  of  breast  feathers  at  r.  and  next  to  last  cloud,  but  these  areas  show 
mint  frost.  A fantastic  coin,  unexcelled,  at  worst  tied  with  one  other  for  finest 
known  (Atwater  397)  if  indeed  this  is  not  the  Atwater  coin  reappearing.  A 
search  through  numerous  auction  catalogues  reveals  one  dealer’s  claim  that  he 
had  handled  only  three  unc.  1801’s,  but  his  available  catalogues  showed  none. 
The  two  Holmes  coins,  the  Allenburger-Grant  Pierce  and  Dupont  specimens 
were  all  only  AU,  one  of  them  presumably  being  a reappearance  of  Parmelee’s ; 
Clarke’s,  of  the  same  sharpness,  had  been  mistreated  with  an  eraser;  R.  E.  Cox 
could  not  even  muster  a full  EF.  Next  to  this  date,  1794  and  1797  are  much  more 
often  seen  unc.,  1796  is  common,  1802  is  comparatively  easy  to  find.  We  have 
no  hesitation  in  calling  1801  the  hardest  date  of  half  dollar  to  find  unc.  in  the 
entire  series.  This  will  go  well  into  four  figures.  PLATE  S>  0-*— 

320  1807.  Bust  left,  50/20.  B.  10-G,  Ov.  27.  More  or  less  Unc.,  full  mint  frost  in  fields 

and  on  many  parts  of  devices ; softly  struck  and  with  faint  touches  of  cabinet 

friction.  Some  gray  tone,  some  touches  of  brown  toning  at  borders. 

321  1819/8  Small  9.  B.2-B;  Ov. — . As  Ov.  3 but  reverse  crack  greatly  advanced.  EF  or 

so,  plenty  of  mint  frost. 

322  1820/19,  sometimes  erroneously  “1820/18.”  B.  1-A,  Ov.  2.  AU,  brill.,  lightly  bag 

marked;  dipped,  retoning  naturally. 
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323  1826.  Fancy  2.  B.5-F,  Ov.  21.  Die  file  marks  left  of  date;  NI  too  high.  Borderline 

mint  state,  frosty  brilliance  mingling  with  light  gray  tone ; not  too  well  struck 
up  on  some  curls  and  feathers  as  usual,  but  fields  unimpaired  by  any  evidence 
of  circulation. 

324  1832.  SL,  recut  date,  malformed  arrowheads.  B.  4-D ; Ov.  7.  Apparently  EF-AU, 

brilliant  with  some  gray  tone;  uneven  strike,  but  it  is  difficult  to  tell  where 
weak  striking  leaves  off  and  minute  signs  of  rubbing  begin.  Distinctive  naked- 
eye  type  coin;  scarce. 

325  1833.  Low  33;  “left-handed”  value,  50  C.  all  lean  left,  N in  UNITED  much  too 

high.  B.  1-A;  Ov.  obv.  1,  rev.  2.  Identical  grade  and  quality  as  above,  but  more 
brilliant. 

326  1834.  LD,  LS,  LL.  Not  in  Beistle;  Ov.  62.  Edge  blundered  ORALF.  Gem  Unc., 

charcoal  gray  tone ; uneven  strike,  pristine. 

327  1834.  LD,  LS,  SL.  Not  in  B ; type  of  Ov.  32,  with  the  rccut  4,  but  with  unpublished 

blundered  edge,  run  three  times  through  the  Castaing  dies,  producing 

FIFFFIITFFYTTYY  CECCNEETNSTTSS  etc.  Unc.,  weakly  struck,  original 
frosty  brilliance  mingling  with  natural  gray  tone.  Rare  variety,  the  blundered 
edge  exceedingly  rare;  first  seen. 

328  1837.  Gobrccht  design.  Rev.  50  CENTS.  Better  than  VF,  unevenly  struck  from 

shattered  dies. 

329  1838.  Rev.  HALF  DOL.  A little  nearer  EF  than  VF,  clean. 

330  1842.  Large  date.  AU  or  almost  that  grade,  brilliance  and  golden  to  gray  toning. 

Two  interesting  rim  planchet  defects. 

331  1843.  Shattered  rev.  die.  AU,  lustrous,  lightly  scratched. 

332  1853.  Arrows  and  rays.  Would  be  Unc.  but  has  been  cleaned  a little  too  vigorously. 

333  1854  0.  Double  date,  severely  crumbled  rev.  die.  VF  or  better,  obv.  fields  scratched. 

334  1861.  Brilliant  Unc.  somewhat  unevenly  struck,  shading  to  gray  toning. 

335  1864.  Rev.  Naked-eye  shift,  plainest  on  arrows,  wings,  AMERICA.  EF  to  AU, 

mint  frost  blending  with  pale  gray  tone.  Scarce,  low  Civil  War  mintage  seldom 
available  except  in  proof  state. 

33o  1871.  Better  than  EF,  deeply  toned. 

337  1872.  Rev.  Quadruple  stripes  vertically  in  shield.  More  or  less  EF. 

338  1872  CC.  Hair’s  breadth  short  of  AU  if  even  that;  mint  brilliance  blends  with  rather 

warm  gray  tone.  Uneven  but  sharper  than  average  strike.  Exceptional  grade 
for  this  rare  mintmark.  No  recent  auction  records  in  full  mint  state. 

339  1874.  Arrows.  At  most  a whisper  away  from  full  mint  state  if  that;  most  areas  arc 

of  full  mint  sharpness  though  head  is  not  well  struck  up  (it  is  about  2/$  up,  which 
is  above  average)  ; somewhat  faded  mint  brilliance  modulating  to  golden  and 
gray.  Early  strike  from  dies  retaining  polish.  One  for  the  type  collectors. 
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340  1875.  Brilliant  frosty  Unc.,  somewhat  unevenly  struck  but  choice;  faint  bag  marks. 

341  1875  S.  Lightly  doubled  S.  EF,  cleaned  long  ago,  now  retoning  naturally  to  pale  gold. 

342  1876  S.  Type  I,  split  berry  above  H.  Same  grade  and  quality  as  last. 

343  1877.  Rev.  Type  II  (1876-91) ; pointed  berry  above  H.  Deeply,  iridescently  toned 

gem,  prooflike  early  strike ; half  a dozen  bag  marks  shy  of  Superb. 

344  1877  S.  Rev.  Type  II  as  preceding.  Rather  tall  narrow  S,  filled.  Frosty  gem  with 

deep  iridescent  obv.  toning,  rev.  mostly  brilliant. 

345  1877  CC.  Rev.  Type  I (1866-77) : split  berry  above  H.  Small  round  cc.  Splendid 

frosty  gem,  sharply  struck,  with  some  patches  of  gray  and  brown  tone.  Very 
scarce  type. 

346  1878.  Deeply  toned  gem,  frosty,  principally  green,  blue,  antique  gold  and  brown. 

Sharp  strike,  just  about  Superb.  Obtained  directly  from  the  mint  together  with 
the  quarter  and  dime  of  the  same  year  earlier  offered. 

347  1888.  Beautifully  toned  Proof,  mostly  at  the  cool  end  of  the  spectrum.  Tin}'  nick 

above  L on  rev.,  probably  inflicted  by  another  coin  in  the  proof  set  from  which 
this  came. 

348  1891.  Pale  rose  and  turquoise  toned  Proof ; faint  signs  of  contact  with  other  coins, 

not  disturbing  the  beautiful  colors.  Lint  mark  (from  line  in  the  die)  at  second 
star.  Rarer  than  commonly  supposed;  last  year  of  the  design  and  one  of  the  six 
lowest  proof  mintages  of  all. 

349  Border  design.  1892  S.  Large  S.  About  Unc.  This  coin  was  mint  state  but  was 

cleaned  log  ago  and  has  in  recent  decades  acquired  a permanent  somewhat 
iridescent  gray  tone. 

350  1893  S.  Frosty  Unc.,  pristine,  choice ; brilliant,  flecked  with  dark  gray  and  brown 

tone.  A few  entirely  trivial  bag  marks,  otherwise  Superb.  Entirely  different  in 
appearance  from  the  commonly  seen  scrubbed  or  cyanided  specimens;  a real 
education. 

351  1895.  Warmly  toned  gem,  frosty,  blue,  golden  to  brown;  one  bag  mark  on  jaw, 

otherwise  Superb.  Same  comment. 

352  1896.  Extra  brill,  frosty  gem,  asquiring  light  golden  tone.  A few  minute  and  trivial 

bag  marks,  otherwise  Superb.  One  of  7 lowest  Phila.  issues  of  this  design.  Still 
undervalued  because  available  in  proof  state. 

353  1898.  Identical  quality  to  last,  deep  rainbow  tone.  A thing  of  natural  beauty. 

354  1900.  Identical,  but  rainbow  toning  still  deeper.  It  would  be  a crime  to  dip  this  one. 

355  1901.  Extra  brill.  Unc.,  acquiring  touches  of  brown  and  green  tone  near  borders. 

Rev.  is  Superb,  obv.  a few  shallow  bag  marks  away. 

356  1902.  Just  about  Superb.  Mint  brilliance  flecked  with  gold,  blue  and  brown  tone; 

softly  struck  in  centers,  full  mint  frost  on  the  weak  parts. 

357  1903.  Rainbow  toned  gem,  a few  microscopic  bag  marks  shy  of  Superb. 

358  1916.  Walking  Liberty.  Irregularly  toned  and  tarnished  gem,  nearly  full  head  and 

hand  — exceptional  strike.  From  a 1916  proof  set  mailed  directly  from  the  mint, 
together  with  lots  208,  278  and  318. 
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Second  Finest  Known  1795  B-4  Dollar 


SILVER  DOLLARS.  1795.  Bolender  4.  Close  date,  star  nearest  1,  outer  berry 
between  ST  as  in  1794.  Borderline  Unc.  Evidently  never  in  circulation,  as  fields 
are  full  of  mint  frost;  dull  on  raised  surfaces  and  with  the  faintest  hint  of 
rubbing  on  one  or  two  curls  only.  Faint  rev.  adjustment  marks.  Mediocre  strike, 
the  indefinite  areas  identical  to  those  on  Parmelee  702,  which  is  the  only  gem 
known  from  these  dies,  and  which  has  not  been  seen  since  1890.  Light  bag  marks, 
faint  signs  of  old  cleaning,  small  stain  in  r.  wreath.  Second  finest  known,  and 
the  third  will  hardly  reach  even  EF ; the  Bolender-Stirling  coin  is  barely  VF, 
even  more  weakly  struck  in  central  areas.

Liberty  Seated.  1842.  Die  file  marks  above  pole  arm.  Brilliant  Unc.,  shading  to  gray 
tone;  few  obv.  bag  marks.  Devices  unevenly  and  not  too  strongly  struck  up. 
Borderline  mint  state  but  well  above  average  as  there  are  no  bad  scratches 
or  other  impairments. 

1846.  Unc.,  lightly  bag  marked,  cleaned  and  naturally  retoned  to  pastel  rainbow 
tints.  Traces  of  lacquer  on  rev.,  easily  removable.  Ex  George  Walton  June  1963 
sale. 


1857.  Prooflike  gem  first  strike  Unc.,  pastel  tones  mainly  toward  the  cooler  end  of 
the  spectrum.  Somewhat  unevenly  struck  on  a planchet  showing  striations  on 
both  sides.  Only  the  most  minute  indications  of  contact  with  other  coins. 
Deceptive  enough  that  it  will  probably  be  resold  in  a few  years  as  a toned  proof, 
though  it  is  not  from  the  correct  dies  for  proofs,  and  the  top  of  the  wing  at  left  is 
not  struck  up  as  well  as  it  would  be  on  proofs.

1927  S.  Variously,  attractively  toned. 

1928  S.  Brilliant  and  choice;  usual  strike. 
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Rare  193a  First  Issue  Proof  Set.  Five  piece  set,  one  of  the  first  issued  beginning 
April  28,  1936.  Cent  satin  finish,  golden  red  in  color  and  spotless  save  for  faint 
fingermarking.  Nickel  in  semi-matte  finish,  perfection.  Dime  satin  finish,  quarter 
and  half  dollar  brilliant  but  not  as  much  so  as  are  later  ones ; spots  and  streaks 
of  tone  and  tarnish  here  and  there.  The  cent  is  ten  times  as  rare  with  this 
finish  as  with  the  later  or  type  of  1937  finish  (extra  brilliant,  mirrorlike),  many 
having  been  erroneously  spent ; the  nickel  is  at  least  five  times  as  rare  as  the 
second  type ; the  dime  is  extremely  rare,  this  being  only  the  second  we  have 
ever  handled.

Very  close  indeed  to  Unc., 
obv.  rim  nick  and  several  small  shallow  field  nicks.  Very  rare,  limited  mintage. 

1849.  Type  III:  large  head  with  L,  open  wreath.  Breen  III— 1 . AU/Unc.,  original 
mint  brilliance ; falls  short  of  full  Unc.  by  having  too  many  minor  obv. 
abrasions. 

1849  O.  B-2.  Heavy  stars,  thin  wreath  and  date.  VF,  lightly  scratched. 

1849  0.  B-3 : rather  thin  stars;  rev.  of  B-l,  R in  DOLLAR  recut.  Just  VF,  small 
field  nick  on  either  side.  This  variety  rare. 

1851.  B-2,  thin  date.  Barely  VF,  uneven  strike. 

1851.  B-3,  bold  date.  VF,  deeply  toned.

1852.  B-3,  heavy  date.  This  would  be  Unc.  and  brilliant  but  has  too  many  minor 
abrasions. 

1853.  High  date,  curious  branching  die  marks  on  face.  EF. 

1853.  Low  date,  VF-EF  and  clean  for  the  grade. 

1854.  Type  Two  or  large  size.  B.  II— 3.  Slender  obv.  letters,  rusty  die,  date  slants 
down  crazily  to  right.  VF  plus,  clean  and  for  the  grade  choice;  numerals  clear, 
which  is  not  often  the  case. 

1855.  UN  triple  cut.  More  or  less  Unc.,  very  brilliant,  one  minor  rev.  scratch  and 
a few  trivial  bag  marks.  Central  hair  bold,  8 and  LL  weak  but  legible.  A beauty. 

1855.  Same  variety.  EF  or  so,  lustrous. 

1855.  Same  dies,  earlier  state;  8 and  LL  clear,  lighter  clash  marks.  VF,  obv.  field 
scratch. 
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385  Third  design.  1856.  Upright  5.  B.  1-2.  Brilliant  gem  Unc.,  frosty,  just  about  Superb; 

seldom  approached. 

386  1856.  Slanting  65,  heavy  6.  B.II-1.  EF  or  so. 

387  Another,  VF  plus,  weak  borders,  minor  scratches. 

388  A third.  VF  or  so,  uneven  flat  strike. 

389  1856.  Slanting  5,  thin  6.  B.II-2.  Nearly  EF/VF,  light  rev.  scratch.  Rare,  more  than 

90%  of  this  issue  having  heavy  6. 

390  1858  S.  VF,  sharply  struck,  lightly  bag  marked.  Very  scarce. 

391  1859.  B-l.  VF  or  better,  faint  rev.  scratch.  Uncommon  date. 

392  1862.  EF/AU,  rev.  frosty  and  very  nearly  mint  state,  obv.  with  minor  abrasions. 

393  1873.  Open  3;  with  LIBERTY.  B.II-3,  partial  recutting  showing  on  DOLLAR. 

AU  or  better,  almost  full  mint  frost,  but  small  file  mark  at  upper  r.  rev.  border. 

393A  1873.  Closed  3.  B.I-1.  Brilliant  Proof,  several  lint  marks  (mostly  on  cheek)  and 
pre-striking  flan  chips  on  either  side,  but  no  defects  inflicted  after  striking, 
aside  from  one  tiny  pin  scratch  below  M.  Not  from  one  of  the  better  planchets, 
and  evidently  the  pressman  was  not  too  careful  about  wiping  off  the  dies.  Full 
knife-rim  (“wire  edge”)  entirely  around  both  sides;  borders,  edges,  striking 
qualities  and  surfaces  wholly  beyond  question  or  doubt,  so  that  this  piece

some  bag  marks.  Also  scarce. 

396  1879.  Brilliant  first  strike  from  dies  which  only  lately  had  made  proofs.  Choice  and 

very  rare,  only  3000  struck. 

QUARTER  EAGLES 

397  1834.  No  motto,  large  or  “booby”  head.  B.  II— 3.  EF,  some  lustre,  minute  rim  nick 

between  D S.  The.  type  collectors  have  snapped  up  most  of  these  by  now. 

398  1835.  Split  berry,  AM  apart.  B-l.  VF,  light  scratches.  Much  scarcer  date  than  1834, 

still  unappreciated  as  such. 

399  1836.  Head  of  ’34.  Breen  1-2.  Just  about  EF.  Ex.  rare,  first  we’ve  offered. 

400  1836.  Head  of  ’35.  B.  II  I.  EF,  lustrous;  scraped  area  above  eagle’s  head.  Very  rare. 

401  1840  0.  B-2.  VF,  central  areas  not  well  struck  as  always  with  these  dies.  Very 

scarce. 

402  1843  O.  Small  date.  B.I-1,  with  rust  pits  on  neck  and  in  field  opposite  E of 

AMERICA.  Marked  “AU”,  this  is  a brilliant  EF  on  a flan  showing  some  ad  - 
justment marks. 
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403  1845.  B-4.  EF  or  so,  rev.  cleaned  with  an  eraser. 

404  1847  D.  B-3  (obv.  B-2,  recutting  faded;  rev.  B-l  early  state  with  striae  at  D ST). 

VF,  rare,  lustrous. 

405  1849.  Faint  recutting  on  date.  EF,  sharp,  clean,  scarce. 

406  1850.  AU,  two  tiny  rim  nicks ; unworn,  not  well  struck  up,  not  quite  lustrous 

enough  for  full  unc.  Uncommon  grade. 

407  1850  C.  B-3,  hitherto  unpublished;  C overlaps  feather,  does  not  touch  claw.  Fine, 

shallow  edge  test  mark.  Rare. 

408  1851.  B-3,  hitherto  unpublished.  Plainly  recut  51.  VF  and  very  sharp.  Rare, 

probably  extremely  so. 

409  1852.  Just  VF,  obv.  stronger  than  rev. 

410  1853.  B-2,  plainly  double  punched  1 ; recutting  also  visible  on  8.  A thin  hair’s 

breadth  short  of  Unc.,  rev.  unevenly  struck;  brilliant  and  frosty;  still  very  rare. 

411  1853.  B-3,  low  date  slanting  far  down  to  right.  AU  plus,  minute  bag  marks,  full 

mint  brilliance. 

412  1854.  Heavily  clashed  dies,  parts  of  wings  showing  left  and  right  of  head,  profile 

on  rev.;  AU  plus,  like  the  last. 

413  1855.  B-2  but  struck  before  dies  clashed.  Brill.  Unc.,  dies  retaining  original  polish; 

only  the  most  minute  evidence  of  ever  having  been  in  a bag.  Unusual  grade  for 
this  date. 

414  1866  S.  B-2.  Fine  plus;  hardly  ever  available  better. 

415  1873.  Closed  3.  B-l.  EF  or  so.  Scarce. 

416  1877  S.  B-l.  VF  to  EF,  lustrous,  bag  marked. 

417  1878.  AU,  very  brilliant. 

418  1878  S.  B-4.  EF,  lightly  bag  marked,  lustrous. 

419  1879.  Same  grade  and  quality. 

420  1891.  Usual  shift  rev.  AU,  bag  marked,  brilliant. 

421  1893.  Like  the  last. 

422  1901.  Brilliant  choice  Proof,  pristine,  uncleaned,  without  evidence  of  contact  with 

other  coins.  Identifiable  by  a tiny  lint  mark  on  back  of  neck  between  lovelock 
and  back  curls.  Unusually  pale  gold.  One  of  the  best  we’ve  seen. 

423  1901.  Another  Proof,  this  is  much  deeper  color  gold.  Minute  signs  of  contact  with 

other  coins,  on  and  just  before  chin  and  below  S-ATES  O.  A most  unusual 
opportunity;  mintage  only  223  and  several  of  these  are  impounded,  others  known 
to  have  been  melted  in  the  1930’s. 

424  1903.  Date  to  right.  Brill.  Unc.,  rev.  field  pin  scratches. 
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425  1904.  AU  plus ; really  Unc.  but  cleaned. 

426  1905.  Brill.  Unc.,  borders  at  r.  not  as  well  struck  up  as  remainder. 

427  1906.  AU  plus,  brilliant,  lightly  bag  marked. 

428  1907.  Brilliant  Proof,  rich  deep  color  like  the  second  1901.  Faint  traces  of  cleaning, 

minute  (almost  microscopic)  evidence  of  contact  with  other  coins,  almost  cer- 

tainly in  the  proof  set  from  which  it  had  originally  come.  Mintage  only  154,  and 
of  the  less  than  100  survivors  as  least  twenty  we  have  seen  are  seriously  im- 
paired. This  is  one  of  the  nicer  ones;  now  becoming  popular  because  final  year 
of  the  design. 

429  1908.  Indian.  Dark  matte  Proof,  perfection.  As  fine  as  any  of  the  survivors  of  the 

236  originally  made.  No  photograph  would  do  this  one  justice. 

430  1910.  Very  light  semi-matte  or  “Roman  Gold”  Proof,  superb.  Fantastically  beautiful. 

431  1911.  Fine  sandblast  Proof,  similar  to  following  but  of  much  richer  color;  nearer 

to  1908  than  to  proofs  of  1909-10.  Absolute  perfection.  Rarer  than  earlier  dates ; 
mintage  191. 

432  1912.  Fine  sandblast  Proof,  paler  color  than  last  but  of  about  the  same  texture. 

Perfection,  save  for  a few  microscopic  hairlines  on  upper  reverse.  Mintage  197 ; 
rarer  than  this  figure  would  suggest,  and  seen  considerably  less  often  than  1911. 

433  1915.  EF  or  so,  light  scratches. 

THREE  DOLLARS 

434  1854.  VF/nearly  EF,  cleaned.  Popular  first  year  ; only  date  with  small  DOLLARS. 

435  1855.  Only  the  one  variety.  Hair’s  breadth  short  of  Unc.,  brill.,  frosty,  exceptionally 

clean  surfaces.  Type  coin:  first  year  with  lg.  DOLLARS.  We  have  not  seen 
its  equal  in  over  12  years  save  for  the  unmatched  piece  in  our  Nov.  1965  sale. 

436  1868.  Leaf  left  of  date  normal,  unlike  the  proofs.  EF,  RR ; only  4850  minted.
